was transacted at the meeting of the 
oity council last night, although the 
meeting was out short by the news that 
Ironton was on fire. 


Mr. Huber moved that the two 


weeks' pay due Mr. Pfleger for sweep- 
ing the streets, which had been held 
up, be granted. 
There had been a de- 


cided improvement in Mr. Pfleger's 
work. Mr. Hnber's motion prevailed. 


Bids for the repair of the outlet of 


the Third street sewer were read. 
The 


only bid was that of James A. Kelly, 
which was for $3.204.08, which was 
|36.V62 less than the engineer's esti- 
mate. 
Bond in $6,000, with Mr. Stan- 


ton and Geo. Krioker as sureties, was 
presented. This was^ satisfactory and 
the contract was awarded Mr. Kelly. 


Mr. Osborn presented a request from 


a number of gentlemen who are inter- 
ested in changes in the oity govern- 
ment, asking that they be permitted to 
use the council chamber this evening. 
This was granted. 
Members of coun- 


cil were then iuvited to be present. 


J. M. Stookham was granted permis- 


sion to move his scales from the corner 
of Front and Court to Court and Sec- 
ond, as he expects to move to the Weber 
corner and open a coal and feed store. 


Two crossings were authorized on 


Fifteenth and Kinney streets, to be laid 
at once. 


Mr. Harsha, of the street committee, 


explained that material waa needed to 
repair tho streets. He was authorized to 
purchase ten carloads of crushed lime- 
stone, at a cost of |18 a oar. It will 
be used ou Gallia and Ohillicothe 
streets. 


Mr. Seebohm complained that the 


wharf was in bad shape, owing to the 
quantity of loose stone lying about. 
It 


waa ordered removed. 


The city solicitor was instructed to 


bring in a resolution requiring property 
holders on Offnere, between Ninth and 
Tenth streets, to pave. 


The matter of laying a street cross- 


ing on Gallia street, at Lawson, was 
referred to the committee oo streets for 
action at the next meeting. 


The matter of tha overflowing of the 


sewer at Siuton and Fourth streets was 
presented. 
It waa referred to the en- 


gineer for action and will come up at 
the next meeting. 


A telephone message from the fire 


chief stated that a request had ooinefor 
help from Ironton, as the town was 
burning up. Chief Williamson 
was 


promptly instructed, on motion of Mr. 
Seebohm, to take the East End steamer 
and go up on a special train. 


Mr. Seebohm stated that he had been 


investigating the causes of the deposits 
of mud and drift-wood on the grade 
and had come to the conclusion that 
the government piers were the princi- 
pal cause. He moved that a petition 
he sent to congress asking for the re- 
moval of the piers, and that Congress- 
man Fenton be requested to push .the 
matter. 
Mr. 
Seebohm 
spoke con- 


temptuously of dude sub-agents, such 
as the Cincinnati engineer who came 
here to inspect the dikes and reported 
them all right. 


The matter of repairing the wharf 


came up. The engineer reported that 
it would take 1,940 square yards of 
pavine, at a cost of $678.80. 
Places 


needing repairing are near the ferry 
landing and near the^walk leading up 
to the Biggs House. The matter was 
referred to the committee on wharves. 


Council adjourned.

road. With James Doley at the throt- 
tle, the train, composed of a flat and 
coal oar, made the run, with but one 
stop lor water, in thirty-eight minutes. 
Over a hundred people were on the two 
oars, and it was a ride none of them 
will soon forget. 
Arriving in Ironton 


it was found that the fire was well un- 
der control. The steamer was unloaded 
and floon had a stream of water playing 
on the burning rains. 


It was by far the greatest fire in the 


history of the city, and from most 
conservative estimates the loss will 
reach over $300,000. The insurance 
was about $70,000. The fire started in 
the Newman & Spanner saw-mill, 
about half-past six o'olook. It is sup- 
posed to have been started by shavings 
catching on fire from a hot-box near 
the big band-saw. Ironton has nothing 
but a volunteer hand fire department, 
and before they could get at the^fire the 
whole mill was ablaze. The yards 
were filled with lumber, the 
mill 


having just completed sawing tip the 
last log on hand and was preparing to 
close down for a few months. 
A bang- 


ling fire department made no headway 
toward checking ' the 
conflagration, 


which spread with lightning rapidity 
from pile to pile. 
Ashland, Catletts- 


turg and Portsmouth were then appealed 
to for help and all responded. The 
Penn Lumber company's yard, with 
over three million feet of dressed lum- 
ber, was soon ablaze, and the fire was 
eating its way slowly down the river 
toward the water works. 
People on 


Second and Third streets began to move 
out of their houses. 
A little breeze to 


the north would have carried the fire 
right across the town, and it would 
have been powerless to save the city 
from complete destruction. The flames 
reached the ooal house and othar out- 
buildings at the water works and sev- 
eral times broke out en the roof of the 
main building. 
The pumps were kept 


going, and finally there waa a check to 
the conflagration in that direction. By 
ten o'clock most of tbe damage was 
done. 
The two saw and planing mills, 


with all the lumber in the yards and 
everything else in the two squares be- 
tween Jefferson and Monroe streets, 
were in ruins. The fire did not reach 
across Second street, but all business 
houses in that vicinity sustained con- 
siderable damage in the way of broken 
window glass and scorched 
fronts. 


Marting, Keiser & Co. are- about the 
heaviest losers from snch damage. 


The loss of Newman & Spanner will 


reach over $125,000, with only $20,000 
insurance. 
The Penn do. will lose 


$45,000, with $20,500 insurance. 


Eleven residences were entirely de- 


stroyed. 
The large brick residence of 


Mr. Newman, the finest building in 
the fire-stricken district, was saved. 
The Spanner residence was damaged to 
the extent of over §2,000, with full in- 
surance. Mathew Mackey lost 
his 


home, worth $2,000, with no insur- 
ance. 
Mrs. Hall's loss is §800 and D. 


Hall $900, both insured. Geo. Brailey 
lost 
hia $2,000 residence, insured. 


Mrs. Chag. Kurtz suffers a §1,800 loss, 
with $14,000 insurance. Henry Horn 
had a house burned worth $1,200, with 
$800 insurance.

Washington Officials J>euy Story About 


Hawaiian-Japanese Settlement. 


Washington, Sept. 30.—Minister Ho- 


ehl of Japan said that he has no infor- 
mation that Japan has offered to ac- 
cept $100,000 in gold 
from the Ha- 


waiian government as full indemnity 
•for the rejection of 1,200 Japanese by 
the 'Hawaiian authorities. If such an 
indemnity were paid by the Hawaiian 
government the necessity for proceed- 
ing with the arbitration arranged for 
of course would be obviated. 


While no information confirmatory 


of the report that such an offer had 
been made has been received at the 
Japan legation here, the officials at the 
legation 
expressed the hope that it 


•would prove to be true, saying it would 
be a most satisfactory way out of the 
difficulty. 


At the state department Assistant 


Secretary Day gave an absolute denial 
to the statement -that in the report of 
"United States Minister "Harold Sewall 
to the department he had mentioned 
$100,000 as probably representing the 
figure which Hawaii would pay to set- 
tle the Japanese claim for indemnity. 
Judge Day said that Mr. Sewall had 
not even referred to the matter in any 
way. 


Admiral Miller, in his report to the 


navy department, makes no mention of 
the subject. He briefly describes the 
ratification of the annexation treaty 
and tells of the departure of the Nani- 
wa for Japan, substantially as set out 
in the press dispatches. He says that 
as the Japanese cruiser went out she 
listed 7 or S degrees, and it was report- 
ed that she had struck bottom, as she 
remained outside an hour before pro- 
ceeding on her way.

able for Death of Austin. 


Seems to Have Been a Very Reckless and 


bare-Devil Piece of Work.

Preliminary Hearing; Tomorrow 


—Bat Two Witnesses to the 


Awful Tragedy.

criminal carelessness 
and 


foolhardy recklessness by a boy who 
knew not the value of human life ate 
accountable for the killing of Henry 
Austin in the saloon of Geo. Helt, on 
ChilHcothe street, Wednesday sven- 
ing. 
Withont malice, and in a spirit 


of dare-devil mischief, young Walter 
Helt fired the fatal shot. Then, horror- 
stricken at the awful consequences of 
his fun-making, he fled from the scene 
of the tragedy. 


Young Helt did not go far away, He 


went to an nnole on Seventh street, 
thence home for a moment, and an 
hour or. BO afterwards he called at the 
sheriff 'a office and gave himself up to 
the law. 
He told a simple, straight- 


forward story, and, from all that can 
be learned now, the shpoting was done 
•without malice and was more acci- 
dental than intentional. 


Austin had been in the saloon for 


fifteen or twenty minutes, talking and 
joking with young Helt, the bar-keeper. 
The revolver was lying on the bar and 
Helt had been swinging it around very 
carelessly. 
He pointed it at Austin. 


"Don't do that," said Austin. 
"Some 


of these days when you get drunk there 
is liable to be a dead nigger around 
here." Helt then pointed the gun di 
reotly at Austin and, holding it there a 


. few seconds, pulled the trigger. 
Aus 


tin never spoke afterwards. 


There were only two witnesses to the 


shooting—Richard Davis and 
John 


Sweinsburg. 
Their testimony before 


the coroner corresponded with Holt's 
atoty in most particulars. 
Coroner 


Davidson concluded the inquest this 
afternoon and ,returned a verdict that 
Austin came to his death by a wound 
in his left side from a pistol, in the 
hands of young Helt, who was held 
criminally liable for his death; 


Helt was taken from the jail last 


night by Marshal Sohmitt on a war- 
rant charging .him with mauslauhter. 
'He will-have .his" preliminary hearing 
before the mayor tomorrow morning. 
The case is too late to come up at this 
term oE common pleas court. 
Helt is 


nineteen years old. 


The body of the unfortunate mnn 


was removed from the saloon last night 
by Undertaker Getz, who took it to hia 
morgue. The funeral will be held to- 
morrow. 
Austin was fifty years old 


and has bean a well known character 
about town for several years. He drove 
a dray and was most of the. time, en- 
gaged in delivering James Hall's root 
beer to the different saloons about 
town. 
He was always jolly and good- 


natured and never known to have any 
trouble. 
He was familiarly known as 


"Snowball." 


Prosecuting Attorney Bannon gave 


orders to the marshal lust night to close 
up the Belt saloon and keep it closed. 
This has been one of tho mast dis- 
reputable and dangerous resorts in the 
oit.y, and it is about time there was 
some riddance of the nuisance. 
Fighta 


and the woist of bar-room brawls have 
been of nightly occurrence, and it was 
worth a man's life almost to venture 
into the place.
